Representative Reeves has worked out a 
novel idea in regard to patents which has 
been embodied in a 
bill to be presented to 
the House tomorrow. 
It provides, first of 
all, that upon making 
application for a 
patent the inventor shall file a sworn state- 
ment of the probabie cost of manufacturing 
his Sevice, and upon that the commissioner 
is to fixa royalty of from 1 to 10 per cent of 
the cost, which is to be paid to the Patent 
Office on each article actually . 
From the money derived from these royal- 
ties the Patent Office is to pay the expense 
of such tags and certificates as may be nec- 
essary, refUrning the balance to the in- 
ventor, who is required to make semi-annual 
Statements of the actual number of the in- 
‘vention used. The novel feature of the bill 
is that the United States is to reserve the 
right to condemn any patent at a fair cash 
value when it is shown that the invention 
is of a charactér to be valuable to the peo- 
ple as a whole. |

Woodlawn avenue, where he lives with his 
widowed mother and sister. He stopped 
at Sixty-third street and Woodlawn avenue, 
and bought a quart brick of ice cream for 
his sister, who is ill. 

Leaving the confectionery he walked 
north in Woodlawn avenue. On the north- 
west corner of Sixty-second street and 
Woodlawn avenue stands the Sixth Presby- 
terian Church. It was a few minutes past 
5 o'clock and growing dusk. As he reached 
the entrance of the church Hunt, who had 
been waiting for him, stepped quickly out 
of the entrance, and, without speaking, 
drew a revolver and thrust it in Smith's 
face. 

As he did so Smith threw up the hand in 
which he held the brick of ice cream. Just 
then Hunt’s revolver was discharged, the 
bullet cutting off the tip of one of Smith's 
fingers, and buried itself in the ice cream. 
So close was the muzzle of the weapon that 
the powder burned the paper in which the 
cream was wrapped. 

Aftér the firing of the first shot Smith ran 
across Sixty-second street to take refuge 
in a flat building. He was pursued by Hunt 
to the middle of the street, where he fired 
a second shot, which took effect in Smith's 
left leg above the knee. He fell near the 
y and as he N so Hunt turned and

He then 
turned and flred two more shots. Smith then 
drew his revolver and fired three shots in 
rapid succession. At this time the men were 
150 feet apart. 

Hunt ran east in Sixty-second street, pur- 
sued by Lieutenant Barrett of the Wood- 
lawn Station, who was less than a bléck 
away when the shooting occurred. Hunt 
continued to run until he reached the resi- 
dence of W. G. Press, northwest corner of 
Sixty-second street and Kimbark avenue. 
Here he staggered and fell face down in the 
lawn in front of Mr. Press’ house. Lieu- 
tenant Barrett quickly reached him and 
picked him up in his arms. Hunt gave one 
gasp and was dead. 

In the meantime Smith had gone to the’ 
patrol box at Sixtieth street and Woodlawn 
avenue and notified the Woodlawn Police 
Station of the shooting. A wagon load of

HOW CIVIL SERVICE WORKS. 


What the Commission Will Set Forth | 


in Its Report to the Presi- 
dent. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 5.—[{Special.]— 
The Civil Service commission's report will 
be ready for the President in a few days. 
The principal effort made by the commis- 
sion iq to establish the fact that the ap- 
plication of civil service has been a saving 
to the government. This will be demon- 
strated by reports of the chiefs of bureaus. 
It will be shown that the extension of the 
civil service has saved the government 855,- 
000. in the custom houses, $76,000 in the 
Immigration. bureau, $140,000 in the Mint 
bureau. This showing is made by a mere 
comparison of the appropriation needed to 
run the bureaus under the old system and 
the amounts which suffice under the present 
plan. 

The explanation of this economy is that 
under the old system there were a large 
number of places for which there was no 
need, but which were continued simply be- 
cause the politicians could fill them with 
their friends. When this could no longer be 
done recommendations were made by the 
chiefs of bureaus that the useless places be 
abolished, and they were. For instance, 
under the old system an immigrant inspector 
at Alexandria, Va., was being paid $8 a day, 
when, in fact, no immigrants ever arrive at 
that port. When the place was put under 
the civil service Virginia politicians could 
no longer use it as a berth for some friend 
and by general consent it was done away 
with. There have been thousands of such 
abuses corrected by the civil service, and 
what has been accomplished in this respect 
will be fully get forth in the commission's re- 


port.

Many Proposed Measures for 
the Empire State. 


DOLLAR GAS IS ASKED. 


Effort Will Be Made to Repeal 
the Raines Law. 


TO DO AWAY WITH TRUSTS. 


Albany, N. V., Jan. 5.—{Special. I- The sés- 
sion of the Legislature opened today with 
the presentation of the greatest mass of 
proposed legislation ever known on an open 
ing day, and which gives promise of an ex- 
ceedingly lively session. Politics will dom- 
inate to a great degree in anticipation of 
the Gubernatorial contest next year. This 
was manifest in the opening session today, 
when the Democrats introduced all sorts of 
bills in the Senate calculated to harass the 
Republicans and afford debates, in whieh 
they may presefit Democrtic arguments to 
the people. One of these is the anti-trust 
bill, introduced today by Senator Cantor, 
the Democratic leader on the floor. This 
bill prohibits all combinations whereby a 
monopoly in the manufacture, production, 
or gale of any article in common use is cre- 
ated or whereby competition in the supply 
or price of any such article is restrained, 
and provides as a penalty a fine of $5,000 for 
each offense. 


Repeal of the Raines Law. 


Another important measure is the repeal 
of the famous Raines law, abolishing the 
State commission, and restoring the control 
and regulation of the liquor traffic to local 
municipal control, to prescribe fees, hours 
of closing, and all other regulations. 

This bill provides a practical restoration 
to the system employed before the adoption 
of the Raines law. Three bills for the re- 
duction of the price of gas to $1 per 1,000 
cubic feet were also introduced today. Two 
affect New York City only, but the other is 
made applicable to all cities of the first and 
second class, embracing Greater New York, 
Buffalo, Albany, Rochester, Troy, and Syra- 
cuse, Another important measure provides 
an entirely new bankruptcy law, designed 
upon the lines of the national law, which 
effects radical changes in the — law 
concerning insolvent debtors. 


Old Officers Are Elected. 


Fifty-two new laws in all were propose4 
in the Senate, and while the Assembly did not 
reach the order of introduction of bills, a 
still greater number were ready for presen- 
tation in that House. 

The organization of the Assembly was 
consummated upon the lines announced by 
the Republican organization. James M. E. 
O'Grady was re@lected Speaker, and a ma- 
jority of the officers of the last Assembly 
were reélected, with but three dissenting 
Republicans. 

In his message to the Législature Governor 
Black said that the State tax for the present 
year is $2.67 on a thousand dollars. 
This rate produces the sum of $12,033,681.80. 
Ot this amount more than $9,000,000 is paid 
to run the public schools and for the care of 
the insane. The receipts from licénses to sell 
liquor, tax on inheritance, etc., were $3,245,- 
172.87, an excess over last year of $314,944.21. 
The expenditures for asylums, hospitals, 
reformatories, etc., were $7,362,590.85. The 
total funded debt of the State on Sept. 30 was 
$5,765,060, During the year just passed the 
revenue from the liquor tax law has in- 
creased more than $438,000. 

One-third of the $12,275,247 received last 
year from the operation of the excise law 
was paid the State, and the other two-thirds 
was divided among the different localities. 
Under the present law receipts nearly quad- 
rupled, and the 8 r of licenses decreased 
almost 11 An , a ithstanding the 
increase In population, th ses of drunken- 
ness fell off ton marked Weatee. The Gov- 
ernor recommends that a commission be 
created to examine into the commerce of 
New York, the cause of its decline, the means 
of its revival, and to report conclusions, 

A complete poll of the Legislatute made 
today indicates that a majority of the Sen- 
ators and Assemblymen are in favor of a 
change in the Raines law, more rigid legis- 
Jation to govern the operations of the trusts, 
„% dollar gas for Greater New York, recog- 
nition of the Cubans as belligerents, against 
or non-committal on the proposed anti- 
cartoon bill, and against further waste of 
money on canal improvements. 

The figures do not show actual majorities 
for or against the respective measures, but 
many of the “ non-committals” showed 
preference by word or manner to indicate 
where they will probably stand. 


MARYLAND HAS A DEADLOCK. 


Baltimore Republicans Bolt and It Is 
Charged That They Are Working 
for Gorman. 


Annapolis, Md., Jan. 5.— [Special. I— The 
eleven bolting Republican members of the 
Baltimore City delegation in the House of 
Delegates today prevented the permanent 
organization of that body and are preparing 
to force a deadlock in the contest for 
United States Senator. It is a fight of the 
supporters of Major Alexander Shaw, the 
wealthy coal operator of Baltimore City, 
against Judge McComas or any other can- 
didate of the Lowndes-Wellington combinzu- 
tion for the Senatorship. State Treasurer 
Thomas J. Shryock is looming up as a com- 
promise candidate. He has been trying to- 
day to bring the bolters into line, but to no 
avail. The leaders of the bolters say that 
they will not yield or permit the House to 
be organized until they are given the Speak- 
ership or some concession is made to Balti- 
more City. They declare that they will not 
permit what is termed the Sixth Con- 
gressional District combine, composed of 
western counties, to dominate the whole 
rl and control organizatiop and legisla- 

on 

Some of the Republican organization men 
are charging tonight that the hand of Sen- 
ator Gorman and the fine work of certain 
leaders of the old Democratic organization 
have had something to do with the bolt. 
Chairman Murray Van Diver of the Demo- 
cratic ate committee, Colonel Buck 
Schley, and Marion De Kalb Smith, three 
of the most trusted Gorman leaders, are 
here, together with Senator John Walter 
Smith and Delegates Lioyd Wilkinson, John 
S. Wirt, and Alonzo L. Miles of the Eastern 
Shore. They are playing politics, and a 
learned Judge on the bench of the Court df 
Appeals says that they are here in Gorman’s 
interest and that they hope to finally bring 
out a session's deadlock with Gorman con- 
tinuing in the Senate and another chance for 
reélection two years hence.

PANIC CREATED IN KAHLER’S SHOE 
STORE AT DES MOINES. 


John J. stone, 4 Country nor. Evident- 
ly Insane, Enters the Store and 
Without Warning Begins to Shoot— 
Son of the Proprictor Is Killed by « 
Shot in the Abdomen and Mr. Ayres, 

a Partner in the Firm, Is Wounded— 


Others Narrowly Escape.

Des Moines, fa. 9 San. 5,—~[Spéciat, J—John 
J. Stone, an insane country boy, thts even- 
ing entered the shoe store of Charles L. Kah- 
ler, and, after looking @round for some time, 
began shooting at the men in the store. He 
killed Frank L. Kahler, the son of the pro- 
prietor; wounded Mr. Ayres, one of the part- 
ners; aimed a shot at Clifford Childs, who 
was in the store, and then turned on an em- 
ployé, Earl Smythe.. The latter dodged for 
a few moments and then jumped on the ma- 
hiac, just missing a shot which was fired 
at him. 

Smythe’s presence of mind and courage in 
grappling with the assailant saved his life 
and the lives of others who were in the store 
at the time. Mr. Childs when shot ran out 
of the store crying for help at the top of his 
voice. Almost a riot ensued in consequence. 
Hundreds of people rushed to the scene, and 
it was some time before the crowd under- 
stood what the matter was. 

The police arrived in a short time and 
took charge of the murderer, who had been 
pinned down by Smythe and those who went 
to his assistance. They immediately took 
the man to the city Jail, Where he is now con- 
fined. He had on his person a number of 
letters and papers, some of them in connec- 
tion with his father's business. 


Story of the Murder. 


The story told by those who were in the 
store is somewhat disconnected. The facts 
are that the maniac did not attract unusual 
attention at first. He entered the store at 
about the close of business. He appeared to 
be an ignorant lout of a fellow, and several 
clerks asked him what they could do for 
him. He told them nothing.“ They then 
supposed he was some ignorant boy from 
the country who was waiting for friends. 
Finally C. L. Kahler, the proprietor, asked 
him what he wanted. He said he wanted a 
drink of water. Mr. Kahler showed him the 
way to a dark closet, where the water tank 
is kept, and told him to walk in and help 
himself. He said No, that is too dark a 
place for me.” 

Mr. Kahler laughed at this expression of 
fear, and thought the boy was from the 
country and was laboring under the impres- 
sion that ‘he had fallen among “ green 
goods men. After standing around a few 
minutes more he walked suddenly and with 
a firm step toward the front of the store and 
leveled his revolver at Frank Kahler, shoot- 
ing bim in the abdomen. Young Kahler 
threw up his arms and cried that he was 
shot. Stone, the maniac, then shot at Childs, 
who ran away. The shot glanced off his foot, 
doing but little injury. His next victim was 
Mr. Ayres. Stone shot him through his left 
arm. He then turned on Smythe, who had 
come up from the reat. Smythe dodgéd for 
a few moments, Stone trying to get good aim 
on him. 


Desperate Struggle with the Maniac. 


Before he could shoot Smythe had closed 
with him in a desperate struggle to get the 
revolver away from the maniac. He fired 
one shot over Smythe's shoulder which did 
no damage. Soon after this the police ar- 
rived and took Stone away. 

His appearance at police headquarters is 
that of a sullen, dull, country lout, who is 
evidently insane. He has but little con- 
sciousness of the deed which he committed. 
His dtess, liké his face, is that of an ignor- 
ant, mindless brute: He came to the city 
about sixteen hours before the shocting 
affair. The police had watched him. The 
officer at the Northwestern Depot saw he 
was an eccentric man, but did not arrest 
him. This afternoon he was in one of the

WOULD TAX THE BACHELORS. 


Representative Turner of Virginia 
Gives Reasons for Introducing a 
Bill on the Subject. 


Richmond, Va., Jan. 5.—[{Special. }—Dele- 
gate S. T. Turner, who is the chairman of 
the Republican caucus in the House of Dele- 
gates, was asked by Tue TRIBUNE to give his 
reasons for offering a bill to tax bachelors.

Our young women, robbed of proper 
homage by the insidious suggestions of mam- 
mon, are being compelled to seek employ- 
ment in the stores, counting-rooms, and 
workshops of the country. The song of the 
lullaby is being lost in the hum of the fac- 
tory, and the wealth garnered by the greed 
of the bachelor finds no distribution through 
the channels of a home, which redounds to 
the moral and financial benefit of every com- 
munity in Christendom.

It is also 
remembered that the officia! note of the last 
Cabinet Council stated: The War Minister 
thinks Weyler is guilty of several breaches of 
the law.“ The sentence of the Supreme 
Military Court creates a difficult position for 
the War Minister. The Cabinet Council will 
examine the sentence on Friday next. It 18 
believed that the Captain General of Madrid 
will at least inflict disciplinary correction on 
Weyler for the publication of the protest.

Great satis- 
faction is felt here at the news cabled by 
the Spanish Consul at Kingston, announcing 
that the new cable from Jamaica to Halifax 
and Europe will be inaugurated. The Span- 
ish government is very anxious to have cable 
communication with Cuba other than that 
passing through the United States. 


Peace Commissioners Murdered. 

The Nacional published letters from Cuba 
stating that the rebels have already mur- 
dered eleven peace messengers sent by the 
Spanish authorities to the rebel cams to 
negotiate for the surrender of several insur- 
gent forces. In paying these emissaries the 
Spanish authorities spent $100,000. One of 
the emissaries murdered is Damian Cabello, 
a relative of Rabi; another was a brother of 
Cuervo, who surrendered a short time ago. 

The official version of Colonel Ruiz’s death 
was received today. It says Aranguren 
made two appointments for the meeting. 
Ruiz failed to go to the first, but attended 
the second. On meeting the insurgents Ruiz 
dismounted and at that moment an insur- 
gent cut his throat from behind with a terri- 
ble machete blow. Ruiz had only time to 
say What is this?’’ The ietter says Aran- 
guren is suspected by his people of having 
arranged the murder of Ruiz to recover his 
prestige. 


Woodford Gives a Dinner. 


General Woodford gave tonight his second 
state dinner 40 the Ambassadors, and par- 
ticularly to the newly arrived French Am- 
bassador, M. Patenotre. The splendid resi- 
dence of the Ameri¢an Ambassador was 
beautifully decorated with plants and flow- 
ers. At the right hand of Woodford sat the 
Countess Radowitz, the wife of the German 
Ambassador: the Russian Ambassador, Mlle. 
Radowitz, and Master Barclay, English 
Charge d' Affaires. At the left of Woodford 
sat Mrs. Barclay, the French Ambassador, 
Mile. Radowitz, and Sefior Aguera, the 
Spanish Under Secretary of State. Opposite 
General Woodford sat Mrs. Woodford, hav- 
ing at her right the Austrian Ambassador, 
Countess Wedel, wife of the German Secre- 
tary; Mr. Kudriffsky, Russian Secretary; 
Miss Eames, General Woodforda’s niece; and 
at her left the German Ambassador, Mrs. 
MacArthur, wife of the American Secretary, 
Count Wedel, and Miss Woodford. The two 
ends of the table were occupied by the Amer- 
icdn Secretaries, MacArthur and Sickles. 
Woodford’s banquet was finished at mid- 
night. A band of guitars and mandolins

called afterwards to play up-stairs. 

The Queen Regent is ill. Her indisposition 
is reported not serious, but the reception an- 
nounced for tomorrow at the royal palace 
is postponed. 


THINK CUBA LOST TO SPAIN. 


Editor Canalejas and General Segura 
Take a Pessimistic View of 
the War. 


Havana, via Key West, Fla., Jan. 5.—Sefior 
Canalejas was coldly received at Santiago 
de Cuba. It is reported that his impressions 
regarding Cuba are pessimistic, and that he 
will advise the Spanish government to aban- 
don the island. 

Today General Blanco, General Parrado, 
and General Pando called upon General 
Segura at the Hotel Florida to try to induce 
him to remain in the island. He refused. Ile 
does not wish to be responsible, he deelares, 
for the future development of “the dis- 
graceful Spanish rule in Cuba.“ 

General Segura is an intelligent and hon- 
est fighter, and is wholly disgusted with 
General Pando’s method of campaign. He 
says Pando spends more gunpowder in 
greeting autonomy than in fighting insur- 
gents, and adds that in his opinion Cuba is 
lost to Spain unless the government sends 
General Polavieja or returns General Wey- 
ler. The latter he considers out of the ques- 
tion, because General Weyler was relieved 
of his command at the request of Wash- 
ington. General Polavieja he holds in high 
esteem, believing that this officer could end 
the war if an exterminaticn policy were 
adopted. General Segura also believes war 
inevitable between Spain and the United 
States, and that the pretext for it will be 
the filibustering expeditions. 

Sefior Marcos Garcia, Civil Governor of 
Santa Clara, reports that 800 reconcentra- 
dos died in that city during December last 
and over 1,000 in November. He preédicta 
that about the sam number will die during 
the present month from tack of food, 
clothing, fuel, shelter, and medicine. 

Consul General Lee today called upon 
General Blanco with regard to the distribu- 
tion of food and relief to the reconcentrados 
in the Province of Santiago de Cuba. 


TOBACCO EMBARGO IS LIFTED. 


Spanish Government Decides to Allow 
the Shipment of the Weed 
5 from Cuba. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 5.—The following 
telegram has been received by the Secretary 
of State from our Minister to Spain, an- 
nouncing the revocation of the embargy on 
exports of tobacco from Cuba:

New York, Jan. 5.—[Special.]—Assistant

RAIN. 


St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 5.— [Special. I— The 
Presidents of the various street railways of 
the city appeared in the Court of Criminal 
Correction this morning to answer a charge 
of violating the new vestibule law. Contin- 
uances were granted until Jan. 8. Defend- 
ants Charles H. Turner of the Suburban and 
Edward Whitaker of the Lindells roads 
have, through their attorneys, filed motions 
to quash the prosecuting attorney’s informa- 
tion, and it is probable the other defendants 
will follow the same course. 

The chief point of attack by the defense is 
that the vestibule law is class legislation 
and unconstitutional; that the act assumes to 
punish persons who are guilty of no offense; 
that the information does not charge the 
offense against the defendants personally, 
but against their companies as corporations; 
that the information does not state facts suf- 
ficient to constitute an offense; and that the 
information does not show that it is within 
the power or the duty of the defendants 
named to provide vestibules. 

Prosecuting Attorney Mulvihill is not 
daunted by the filing of motions to quash. 
“I expect to push the prosecution most 
vigorously,” said Mr. Mulvihill, **‘ and I am 
not surprised at the position taken by the 
defense.“ 

A jury this afternoon rendered a verdiet 
giving the Sedalia (Mo.) Board of Trade 
judgment for $401 against Hugh J. Brady, 
one of the St. Louis Election Commissioners, 
and former chairman of the Democratic 
City committee. According to the verdict 
the sum mentioned represents that part of 
$1,200 which the Sedalia Board of Trade 
gave to Mr. Brady to spend in its interests 
in capital removal, which Mr. Brady appro- 
priated to his own use. 

Colonel William R. Morrison, ex-chairman 
of the Interstate Commerce commission, 
arrived at the Southern Hotel this morning, 
en route to his home at Waterloo, III.

CALIFORNIA CROP IN DANGER. 


Southern Pacific Wants Through Alas- 
ka Tickets Sold Via San Francisco 
—Fight on Coal Trust. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 5.—[Special.]— 
Albert Hoff must stand trial for the murder 
of Mrs. Mary Clute, who was found dead in 
a Guerrero street flat two weeks ago with 
her head battered in. Hoff's preliminary 
examination came to an end in the police 
court this morning, and he was held for 
murder without bail. 

Oakland is now entertaining the footpads 
and burglars who made things so lively in 
this city a few weeks ago. Last night Charles 
M. Copp was held up by two men. When the 
thieves learned he had no money they beat 
him until he fell insensible and then made 
their escape. He is not fatally hurt. 

The crop situation in this State is begin- 
| ning to be serious. So far the rainfall] has 
been far below the average. Scarcely a drop 
has fallen in the farming counties for a 
month and most of the time the weather 
has been warm and bright. If good show- 
ers do not come soon the grain yield will 
suffer greatly. In some sections there has 
been so little rain that the ground is not yet 
plowed. The cattle ranges are drying up 
for lack of water and the price of butter is 
shooting up. 

Great interest is felt in the trial of the case 
against the local coal trust, which is now in 
progress in the United States Circuit Court 
here.

SMALL WAR AT BOTANY HALL. 


Janitor for the University of Chicago 
Conservatory Is the Bone of 
Contention. 


Whether to go to Europe for a man to 
take charge of the conservatory which 
crowns the Botany Building at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, or instead to employ a 
merely ordinary and home-grown janitor, is 
the cause of a veritable war of roses between 
Head Professor John M. Coulter of the de- 
partment of botany and the executive offi- 
cers of the university. So far Professor 
John M. Coulter seems to be master of the 
situation. He wants an imported janitor. 

While the top of the Botany Building is 
officially called a conservatory, the name is 
thus far in some respects a misnomer. Not 
a plant relieves the dreary prospect of dusty 
corners and cobwebbed walls, and all be- 
cause the men at the Midway who oil the 
wheels of learning haye negiected t» provide 
the botany professor with an experienced 
man to look after the plants to be. 

They have told Professor Coulter that an 
ordinary ‘janitor is all he needs to water his 
flowers, while he declares the conservatory 
will remain permanently empty unless they 
provide him with a man whose knowledge 
comprises more than mops and brooms. 

The conservatory covers the entire top of 
Botany Hall and was built as much with 
regard for artistic beauty as for useful- 
ness to science. It is the intention, if the 
authorities comply with Professor Coulter’s 
demand, to divide it into three compart- 
ments. One win be used for the growth of 
plants that do not exist normally outside the 
arctic regions. A second division will be 
kept at tropical heat and the vegetation of 
the torrid zone will luxuriate there. in the 
third compartment cacti and kindred forms 
will recall their native deserts. 

These plants will be cultivated for scien- 
tifle research. Their growth and habits will 


be watched and conditions will be changed 


to note the effect on the form of the plant. 
Professor Coulter says the conservatory 
will require @ man who not only has an ex- 
haustive knowledge of the culture and care 
of plants, but some scientific ability as well. 
He ridicules the idea that a janitor can do 
the work just as well, for the nicest shades 
of temperature and moisture must be main- 
tained to make the plants serve the purpose 
they are intended to serve. It will be neces- 


sary to go to Europe for such a man, the 


professor says, as such men are trained 
only there, 

The botanist says if the trustees vote the 
amount necessary to get him the kind of a 
man he wants he will have his sections of 
equatorial, polar, and desert vegetation 
flourishing before the opening of another 
school year.

MOURN MRS. FASSETT’S DEATH. 


News Comes as a Shock to Chicago 
Friends—Her Career as an 
Artist. 


The sudden death at Washington on Mon- 
day of Mrs. Cornelia Adele Fassett, who 
had achieved national fame as an artist, has 
caused sorrow in Chicago, where she was 
widely and favorably known among the best 
people of the city. She-had been troubled 
with heart disease for some time, and while 
her death was not altogether unexpected, 
it came nevertheless as a shock to her many 
intimate acquaintances, # 

Mrs. Fassett had secured some fame in 
Chicago when it was little more than a town. 
Her husband was Samuel M. Fassett, who 
in 1854 was a photographer at Lake and 
Clark streets. Mrs. Fassett helped her hus- 
band in his work, and developed marked 
artistic talent herself. Her first work was 
in water colors and ink. Her next efforts, 
in oil, were successful, and her work in por- 
traiture attracted considerable attention. 
In 1864 she went to Paris, where she studied 
art for two years. Later Mr. Fassett se- 
cured an appointment as supervising 


photographer in the government architect’s 


office, and the family moved to Washington, 
C 


Mrs. Fassett enrolled her name among the 
famous arists of America when she com- 
pleted the painting called The Hiecto-val 
College,“ which now hangs in the Capitol at 
Washington as the property of the govern- 
ment. The picture was the result of two 
years of arduous labor, and contains the 
heads of over 100 of the most famous men 
of the country who composed ‘the tribunal 
which decided the Tilden-Hayes contro- 
versy for the Presidency, Mrs. Fassett’s 
first price on this picture was $15,000, but it 
is understood that she was finally compelled 
to part with it for about half that sum. 
I knew Mrs. Fassett very well,” said 
L. E. Brand, the photographer. When I 
first came to Chicago I went to work for 
her husband. She was a splendid woman. 
She was possessed of an artistic tempera- 
ment, which was shared to a considerable 
extent by her husband. Both of them used 
to sing in the choir of the old Trinity Church, 
which stood near the Wellington Hotel. 
Mrs. Fassett was a woman of fine Christian 
character and lovable disposition.“ 

“I knew Mrs. Fassett very well,” said 
Mrs. H. O. Stone. I think my portrait was 
the first she ever painted in Chicago. She 
was an excellent woman in every way, and 
I regret much to hear of her death,. I had 
not seen much of her in recent years, es- 
pecially after her return from Paris, where 
she went to study art.“ 

Mrs. Fassett had two children living in 
this city—Mrs. Myron A. Pearce, 4621 Green- 
wood avenue, and Montague Fassett. Mrs. 
Pearce was Miss Adele Fassett. Myron A. 
Pearce is the son of Myron L. Pearce, the 
real estate dealer. 

N. are very sorry to hear of the death 
of Mrs. Fassett,“ said Mrs. Myron L. Pearce 
last night. “She was a most estimable 
woman. Her masterpiece in art was The 
Electoral College.’ She spent many weary 
months on this painting. She gave sitiings 
te every person in the picture—some of 
them three or four sittings. She declined 
for a long time to accept the government's 
offer for the picture, but finally parted with 
it. In Chicago she sang at the old First

WHIGHAM REPLIES TO A STORY. 


Champion Golfer Says There Was No 
Unfair Treatment at the Whea- 
ton Tourney. 


Much surprise and no little indignation 
manifested itself in local golf circles yester- 
day as the result of the charges of unfair 
treatment during the recent golf tourney at 
Wheaton, alleged to have been made by Find- 
lay 8. Douglas of the Fairfield (Conn.) 
County Golf club, who was defeated in the 
semi-final round of the amateur champion- 
ship six up and five to play by H. J. Whig- 
ham. According to well authenticated re- 
ports intimate friends of Mr. Douglas have 
been circulating a story in the East to the 
effect that Douglas’ clubs had been tampered 
with before the final play, and that his defeat 
by Mr. Whigham was due entirely to that 
fact. 

The matter has been brought to the at- 
tention of Charles B. McDonald, Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States Golf association, 
and steps will be taken to either compel Mr. 
Douglas to admit the authorship of the 
stories and attempt to substantiate them, or 
to make a denial. 

Mr. Whigham said last evening: 

Since a story connected with the match 
between Mr. Findlay S. Douglas and myself 
at Wheaton last September has found its 
way into print, it may be as well to state 
simply the facts of the case. It was a very 
wet morning when we started, and as we 
were playing the first hole Mr. Douglas re- 
marked to Mr. Jaques, who was refereeing 
the match, that some one had been oiling 
the handles of his clubs. Mr. Jaques re- 
peated the remark to me before we had 
played out the first hole, and I immediately 
questioned Mr. Douglas on the subject. He 
told me that it was of no account, and he 
would rather not say anything about it, but 
he thought it possible that some one among 
the caddies or professionals might have oiled 
his clubs for the purpose of spoiling his 
game. I suggested to him that it was most 
probable that his caddie or the keeper of 
the focker-room had rubbed a little oil over 
the shafts before starting in order to pre- 
vent the rain from injuring them. This 
s almost always done in wet weather by a 
careful player, and it cannot of course in any 
way affect his play. This apparently satis- 
fied Mr. Douglas, for he not only said noth- 
ng more about the matter, but did nothing 
to counteract any damage that the oil might 
conceivedly have done. 

** Supposing that the handles of his clubs 
had been made slippery by an over-applica- 
tion of oll, it would have been the simplest 
thing in the world to set matters righ: by 
rubbing. the leather with a pocket bandker- 
chief or a little sand. .Mr. Dougias did noth- 
ing of the sort, but proceeded to play the 
rest of the game without further reference 
to the possible tampering with his clubs. 

Even granted that there had been any 
attempt to interfere with Mr. Douglas’ play, 
no one who plays golf can possibly imagine 
that the object in view could be attained in 
the way originally claimed. If Mr. Douglas 
had stopped at the first hole and examined 
his clubs and had found them in an unfit 
etate; H be had done anything to put them 
to rights; or if he had entered any protest 
on the spot, there might possibly have been 
grounds for suspicion. He did none of these 
things, and at no time during the tournament 
did he make any complaint; nor can 1 believe 
that he is in any way responsible for the pre- 
posterous story which has, I believe, been 
circulated in the Fairfield club. Mr. Doug- 
las is a good golfer and has always behaved 
in a sportsmanlike manner whenever I have 
had the pleasure of piaying with him. It is 
unfortunate that this discreditable rumor 
should not have been immediately checked 
by some statement from him at the outset. 
It has apparently gone so far now that the 
Golf association may feel compelled to take 
the matter up and discover the real offend- 
ers. In any case the Wheaton Golf club will 
demand some explanation. The story is ab- 
solutely senseless and false, but that will not 
prevent its being circulated among people 
who are not familiar with the facts of the

Memorial Hall Controversy Likely to 
Be Brought to an End ina 
Short Time. 


Tt is understood that a lease of Grand 
Army Memoria! Hall, on terms suggested by 
the Hail association, is about to be exe- 
cuted by the Library board. At least a 
report to that effect was made at a meet- 
ing of the G. A. R. Central committee, rep- 
resenting several Cook County posts, in the 
Sherman House yesterday and it served to 
prevent that body from taking radical action 
looking towards a speedy settlement of the 
controversy. 

John G White 8 a resolution 
calling for the appointment of a special 
committee of five members to wait upon 
the Mayor and Council and request them to 
take such steps as might seem expedient to 
protect all the rights of the Grand Army in 
the hall, as are set forth in an appeal to 
the General Assembly by the Hall associa- 
tion and Library board in 1891.

Pennsylvania Wants an Inter- 


national Track Meet. 


QUAKERS DISCUSS PLANS. 


Winners in Annual Intercol- 
legiate Games to Compete. 


DUAL CONTEST TO BE HELD. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 5.—[Special.]—It is 
likely that a team of athletes representing 
the colleges of this country will be sent to 
England next June to compete against a 
representative team selected from the Uni- 
versities of Oxford and Cambridge in dual 
contests. 

This information leaked out after a meet- 
ing of the athletic directors of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania yesterday at which 
the subject was discussed. It was confirmed 
later by a statement made by President 
Geyelin of the University Athletic associa- 
tion to the effect that a team would in all 
probability go abroad, though as to the de- 
tails of the plan he would say nothing.’ 

It is in all probability the same plan which 
was discussed two, years ago, however, and 
submitted to the Intercollegiate assucia- 
tion, but which was rejected because of the 
visit of the team of Cambridge collegians 
to this country. From President Geyelin’s 
remarks it is not only certain that the plan 
has been prepared, but it is likely that it will 
be supported by the University of Pennsyl- 
vania and that the other colleges have al- 
ready been sounded on the question. The 
majority have certainly assented, and the 
probabilities favor the scheme going through 
providing the arrangements can be made on 
the other side. 


Penn’s Original Plan. 


Pennsylvania’s original proposition two 
years ago was to the effect that the winner 
of each event of the championship program 
of the Intercollegiate association, together 
with the second string, should be sent abroad 
to meet a team similarly selected, accord- 
ing to the results of the Cambridge-Oxford 
meet. 

It met with general approval, but was not 
carried through for the single reason that 
Yale’s visit to the other side when she met 
Oxford was to be returned by Cambridge 
the following fall. The doubt was expressed 
whether or not it would be fair to "ake the 
edge off that visit by sending a team before 
it. Finally the proposal was rejected. 

That summer Frank Ellis, who managed 
the Intercollegiate meeting, was sent abroad 
to ascertain the feeling which wouli receive 
such a plan, and his report was favorable. 
For some reason or other nothing was done 
last year, and the present proposal is the 
natural outcome of the work done by Man- 
ager Ellis abroad. 


Comparison of Records. 


If such a team should go abroad it would 
undoubtedly meet with great success, if last 
year’s results in the two countries may serve 
as any criterion. In almost every event 
America excelled the Englishmen. Even 
taking into consideration the differences 
which the climatic changes would make, 
the Americans would doubtless have won. 
The prospect on this side this year id even 
brighter than last year, and it is probable 
success would be assured.

THE FACTIONAL Ww IN “OHIO. 

Republicans throughout’ the country are 
looking with amazement aud iadignatidn 
on the factional divisions {and controver- 
sies which are just nowidisgraeing the 
party in Ohio and imperilisg a seat in the 
United States Senate, thereby contribut- 
ing to the defeat of the ny 3g saad 
in the nation. 

The question which conperns the party 
as a whole is not whether this or that 
man shall succeed to the seat in the 
Senate now occupied by Mr. anna, 
but that a man of abllfty fit te repre- 
sent the State in the} highest legis- 
lative body in the land an faithful to Re- 
publican principles shall pe chosen, Mr. 
Hanna has been formally indicated as the 
choice of his party for the place, while a 
large proportion, if not am absolute major- 


ity, of the Republican mejpbers were nom- 


inated and elected under special instruc- 
tions, which they ucceptedin becoming can- 
didates, thereby pledging themselves to 
give him their support. t some of these, 
it now appears, are engaged in combinations 
to secure his defeat—a spécies of treachery 
which there are no terms ih the English lan- 
guage too strong properly to characterize. 
In order to accomplish this they seem will- 
Ing to play into the hands pf the free silver, 

repudiationist Democracy, if not expose 
themselves directly to the suspicion of hav- 
ing been bought by a discyedited champion 
of Bryanism after he had failed of success 
at*the hands of his own party. 

It is just such spectacles as this which 
have dwarfed the influence of Ohio Repub- 
licanism and brought disgrace and defeat 
on the party in the past and are likely to 
do so in the future unlesy, in obedience to 
the demands of the high-minded, honorable 
Republicans of that historic State, an end 
is made of it. . It was these factional divis- 
ions which proved the most serious obstacle 
to the nomination of a citizen of Ohio for 
the Presidency in 1896 and jeopardized his 
success. If continued they must inevitably 
reduce the influence of Ohio Republicanism 
to a nullity. 

There is no evidence that the hostility 
to Senator Hanna has any other basis 
than personal jealousy—the opposition of 
those who desire thé place which he pe- 
eupies for themselves br their friends. He 
has proved his ability and his fidelity to 
Republican principles, besides rendering a 
service during the campaign of 1896 which 
not only achieved success for the party, but 
won for him its gratitude and applause 
from one end of the union to the other. 
Having been designate!l as the choice of 
the party in his own Slate. by every con- 
sideration of right and justice he is en- 
titled- to the support of Its representatives, 
There hes been absolutely no united de- 
mand in any quarter for the selection of any 
one in his place justifying the opposition 
of the few who have chosen to be guided 
by their own personal lings rather than 
the wishes and instructions of their con- 
stituents. On the contrary, the very means 
which they have seer proper to employ 
are calculated to bri Jiagrace and de- 
feat upon the men in Whose service they 
seem to be engaged. 5 

There has been a very natural disposi- 
tion to sean critically the attitude of Seua- 
tor Foraker and Govérndr Bushnell—the 
cne having been indorsed in the game resolu- 
tion adopted by the Republican State con- 
vention in June last, ¥hich committed the 
party to the re@lection of Senator Hanua, 
while the other owed his nomination to 
the office which he naw holds to the con-

Yet, so far; there has been no indication | 


that Senator Foraker, has manifested tae 
least desire to see the party maintain its 
consistency and keeps faith with its own 
candidat@ while GoWernor Bushnell in 
interviews, though pr@fessing to occupy an 
impertial attitude, hag more than indicated 
his personal hostility. } The estimate which 
is placed upon his atijitude is indicated in 
the indignant rebukvs which are going 
up from Republican nass meetings in all 
parts of the State, Hot excepting the ex- 
pressions of eaten from the Re- 
publicans of Govermbr DBushnell's own 
county. It must have been humiliating 
indeed when the latter, in answer to the 
rebuke of his own Bnmediate neighbors, 
felt compelled to say: If you have no 
respect for me, for 4iod’s sake have re-

WELCOME, NICARAGUA. 

That history is being made faster than 
we sometimes realize is brought to mind 
forcibly:by the proceejlings in the Nicaragua 
Congress. The President of the Congress, 
Dr. Games, declared in his reply to the mes- 
sage of President Zelaya that the Nicara- 
gua Canal would transtorm Central Amer- 
ica and lead to its being brought under the 
United States flagy This sentiment, the 
dispatch adds, is cofdially approved by the 
President and membPrs of his Cabinet, The 
reassertion of the Monroe doctrine has 
stréngthened the najural bonds of interest 
States and its sister 
American republics and may yet win back 
the advantages lost by blundering states- 
manship half a cejtury ago.

CHINA TURNS TO ENGLAND. 

It is now reported that China is nego- 
tia ting in London for a loan cf £16.000,900 
($50,000,000), to be guaranteed by the 
British government, with some prospect of 
success. This seems highly probable. Be- 
sides the fact that Russia has never really 
intended to help China financially—and had 
not the power to do so if it would England 
both has the power and a strong inducement 
just now to use it. By placing the Chinese 
government under financiai obligation, with 
the strong naval squadrons it is now gatber- 
ing in Chinese waters, Great Britain will 
obtain a powerful influence in Chinese af- 
fairs which may enable it to circumvent the 
plans of the other western European pow- 
ers. That it has such a purpose in view 
may be taken for granted, while it will un- 
doubtedly secure a full equivalent for any 
aid it may extend to the Chinese govern- 
ment in its present emergency. 

In the meanwhile, it is just as certain that 
the Ruasian government has been playing 
upon the credulity of the Chinese Em- 
peror in pretending to entertain the proposi- 
tion for a loan at St, Petersburg. By this 
means it has been able to mature plans 
without interference which it hopes to carry 
into effect in the future in spite of any- 
thing England or Japan may do. 

Any aid China may receive from Great 
Britain comes too late, however, to help 


that government out of its trouble with Ger- | 


many. Ry the same policy of bullying and 
arbitrary exactions at Pekin, employed 
with such success in Hayti a few weeks 
ago, the German government has finally 
succeeded. in securing what it cuooses to 
call a lease of Kiao-Chou Bay for an in- 
definite period, which it is announced will 
be used as a base for trade and navigation 
in Chinese waters, The extent te which 
this will fulfill the expectations of the de- 
spoiling pawer will depend upon the course 
England may pursue in maintaining its 
rights w ith the most favored nations.

0b IN ‘LABRADOR. 

If the report of the discovery of rich de- 
posits of gold in Labrador should be con- 
firmed before spring and in time to divert 
a considerable portion of the Klondike 
crazed thousands to other fields it will 
prove of service to humanity. A large pro- 
portion of the present population of the 
upper Yukon is doomed to disappointment 
in the quest of wealth and will be forced to 
return to civilization. Starvation and the 
rigors of the arctic climate are likely to kill 
many. The placers, sv easy to work, have 
all been taken up, and new districts are not 
discovered every day. Yet in the face of 
these facts it is estimated that 100,000 more 
gold seekers will go to Alaska this spring. 
It is useless to argue with them while the 
fever is on. 

Labrador does not (fler a much more in- 
viting field for the pursuit of fickle fortune, 
but what differences there are may be said 
to-bg in its favor. It is much easier of ac- 
cess, the journey from St. Johus being short- 
er and furnishing a ready base of supplies. 
While Labrador is several degrees farther 
south than the Klondike, the arctic cur- 
rent makes the climate along the coast 
nearly the same. Inland the conditions are 
slightly, better. The country is not so 
mountainous and hence easier for explora- 
tion. The tableland formation, however, 
is not encouraging to the gold seeker. There 
may be plenty of gold in Labrador, but it is 
unlikely that it will be found in the table- 
land, even where erosion has exposed un- 
derlying strata. 

There are a few small Morhvian settle- 
ments in Labrador and a number of scat- 
tered Indian tribes find enough to subsist 
upon the year round.

LAKE FRONT EXPOSITION BUILDING. 

The Chicago Commercial association has 
submitted to the South Park board its plan 
for the erection of a grand expositicn build- 
ing on the lake front. The site proposed is 
the area—part of it under water now—lying 
between the Illinois Central right of way 
and the breakwater aad Jackson and Con- 
gress streets extended, That will be about 
900 by 1,300 feet. 

The plan is to organize a corporation with 
a paid up capital stock of a million anda 
half. Of the money thus raised a hundred 
thousand dollars would be expended in the 
necessary preliminary filling ard about 
$1,200,000 in the erection of buildings “ of 
an architectural beauty, design, and finish, 
interior and exterior, second to none in the 
world.” ‘That would leave $200,000 to de- 
fray the expenses of the first exposition. 

The money advanced by the stoc hol; lers 
is to be repaid to them, with 6 per cent in- 
terest, cut of the profits. When that has 
been done all their interest in the building is 
to cease, and it will pass under the control 
of a board of trustees, to be selected, per- 
haps, by the Circuit Court Judges, as the 
members of the South Park board are. 
Then the profits can be used for the im- 
provement of the park. While the corpora- 
tion controls the building it is to be charged 
neither rental nor taxes. 

President Ellsworth of the Park board 
is heartily in favor of the main features of 
this plan. So are his colleagues. But he 
stated to the committee which called on 
him: 

The land upon which the buildings are to stand 
does not exist at present, you know. It is to be 
made land. There are some legal questions to be 
settled before our assent and active aid are given. 
The State owns the water front, and in the event 
the land is made we would like to know in whom 
the title to it would vest. The State, I suppose, 
could give the necessary permission to fil] in the 
required space, or could donate the land so ac- 
quired to the stockholders or to the city. Then 
there is the consent of the Michigan avenue prop- 
erty holders to be. obtained, I suppose that the 


association will begin work on the property-own- 
ers when other matters are settled. 


There is no question that the State, act- 


ing through the Legislature, will do what- 


ever it is asked to do in the premises. Ner- 
ertheless; business-men may hesitate to ad- 
vance large.sums of money until the neces- 
sary legislation has been had. Fortunate- 
ly the Legislature is in session now and can 
take action, which will be delayed other- 
wise until the next General Assembly meets 
next January. 

A leading member of the Commercial as- 
sociation states that he has “ the personal 
assurance of Governor Tanner that we 
have his sympathy.” There is no more ef- 
fective way of showing that sympathy than 


for him to call the attention of the General 


Assembly to this subject, just as he has 
done regarding the asylum for the incurable 
insane at Peoria. The Governor could not 


have included this lake front matter in his 


original call for a special session because 

the plan for the erection of an_exposition 

building had not been worked out then.

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| building should lose no time in communicat- 


ing with the Governor and urging him to 
lay the matter before the Legislature. 
Probably the Governor understands fully 
already how much such a structure is need- 
ed here and how much the material inter- 
ests of the city will be injured by a delay 
in its construction. A delay of one year 
alone will cost it in trade lost as much as it 
will cost to put up the building. 

Even if the Legislature were to act at 
once it would be impossible to hold an ex- 
position before 1899. If the Legislature 
fails to act now a year’s delay at least will 
be inevitable. The city cannot afford to 
wait so long for a commodious, centrally 
located structure where national conven- 
tions can meet and where expositions and 
horse, cattle, and other popular exhibitions 
can be held.

During 1894-98-00. $262,315,400 
more were sold to protect the same reserve. The 
situation was then complicated by a deficit ig the 
revenue, and it may be said that the necess for 
the later sales arose partly from that cause. Not 
to enter upon that question closely, it is clear that 
with interest to pay on 8387. 000. 000 of indebted- 
ness, incurred chiefly. if not wholly. in conse- 
quence of the existence of the government notes, 


ury, the saving in interest by the United States 


burden of providing for their redemption. We have 
already redeemed them in gold nearly twice over 
—$548,681,016 since 1870—and they are all out- 
standing yet. 

Now on the contrary, the fact that the 
national debt is greater by 262 millions than 
it was five years ago, when Cleveland was 
inaugurated, is due exclusively to the lack 
of adequate revenue for the support of the 
government. Successive Congresses since 
then have been wilifully culpable because 
of their failure to supply necessary revenue 
to defray the current expenses of the gov- 
ernment. 

When President Cleveland was sworn 
inte office in March, 1893, the redemption 
fund of gold in the Treasury of the United 
States was 107 millions. During April 
and May the gold redemptions of green- 
backs amounted to 364% millions; and in 
spite of the bullion received at the mints 
in exchange for silver certificates the gold 
reserve dropped below. the 100-million mark 
to U5 millions, There was every probability 
that the loss of gold would continue to 
be heavy, as the expenditures for gov- 
ernment expenses were driving it out of 
the Treasury. 

It should have been platn enough at the 
same time to Cleveland that a lack of 
revenue had commenced. The deficit in 
April and May of 1803 was 4 millions. It 
was clear that there was going to be a 
severe silver’ panic which must seriously 
cut down the customs and internal revenue 
receipts. The revenues were reduced so 
greatly that the deficit for July and August 
was 18 million dollars! The stock 
of gold in the Treasury was drawn on for 
this amount. : 

It is evident, therefore, that President 
Cleveland, instead of calling Congress to- 
gether in August, should have convened 
that hedy in April or May, 1898. When 
it met he should have called on it not only 
to repeal the Sherman-Teller-Colorado sil- 
ver purchase law.of four and a half million 
ounces, which was alarming capitalists, but 
also to provide considerable additional rev- 
enue, The President should have asked Con- 
gress to meet the impending emergency 
by increasing the existing trifling beer tax 
or levying duties on tea and coffee and on 
Sugar, which the McKinley law had put 
unwisely on the free list in order to cut 
off revenue and make an excuse for higher 
duties on imported manufactures for greater 
protection. 

But not a word was said by Cleveland 
in his message about the urgent necessity 
of more revenue at the special session. 
Nor was it until the middle of August, 
1894, that the Democrats were able to 
pass their “tariff reform bill,” though 
each month an additional deficit confronted 
them. 

And when they did get their low tariff 
law on the statute books it, teo, failed 
to provide anything like adequate rev- 
enue. It contained an unconstitutional in- 
come tax provision inserted by soeialistic 
Northern and Confederate demagogues, 
designed to levy an unjust and unequal 
tribute on the business and employing 
classes of the Northern cities, while ex- 
empting the South.- It did put a duty on 
sugar, but allowed the country to be filled 
up with anticipatory sugar to the amount 
of a year’s supply that paid no duty to 
the Treasury but poured tens of millions 
into the coffers of the Havenieyers, and it 
was believed divided some of it with Demo- 
cratic Senators. 

Supposing Congress had provided in 
May, 1898, adequate revenue for the sup- 
port of the government, and that the re- 
ceipts had been equal or a little more 
than the expenditures from that day to 
this. Then it is perfectly self-evident that 
there would be something in the Treasury 
now to show for every bond that would 


crease of the national debt. 

If any bonds had been sold the Treasury 
would have had the face of those bonds 
and the premium they brought in gold or 
legal tender notes in its Treasury today; or 
it could long since have paid out this 
surplus money in the purchase of bonds, 
stopping interest and reducing the debt. 

It is well known that the Treasury holds 
no such sum in addition to the 107 millions 
of greenback redemption gold it. had when 
Cleveland and the Democrats came into 
power in March, 1803. Most of the proceeds 
of the bonds have been eaten up in paying 
the current expenses of the government 
since then, 

The first bond sale by Cleveland was 50 
millions in February, 1894. The gold re- 
serve had run down from 107 millions to 
65 millions. Thus 42 millions had been 
eaten up. Suppose the gold thus obtained 
had been paid out in the redemption of 
greenbacks. Then the Treasury would have 
held the 50 millions in legal tender notes. 
If the revenues liad been ample it would 
hot have been necessary to pay them out 
in discharging current deficits of revenpe. 

Secretary Carlisle could have taken those 
legal tender notes and gone into the mar- 
ket and bought back with them the very 
bonds that he had sold not long before at 
about the same price. The only loss to 
the government would have been a small 
brokerage commission. That would have 
been covered, however, by the stoppage of 
interest while the Treasury held the pur- 
chased bonds. 

Thus had there been sufficient revenue 
during the Democratic administration the 
bonded debt would have been no greater 
today than it was at the commencement

Future of Prices . the Present

Fall During Coming Year. 


It is still a common belief that the year 
1808 will bring a material advance in prices 
of manufactured products. Many hearty 
supporters of the protective tariff hold this 
opinion, as well as nearly all its opponents, 
though for widely different reasons. Its op- 

nents declared when the tariff was pend- 
ing that it would plunder the people by 
causing a general advance in prices of prod- 
ucts of protected industries. They have 
made the same assertion every time a gen- 
uine American tariff has been proposed since 
1860,-and after every such tariff the general 
range of prices has declined, so that in 1807 
it is 30 per cent lower than it was thirty-six 
years ago, when protection became the na- 
tional policy. It is often assumed that the 
decline in prices of farm products has worked 
injustice to the farmer, but the facts prove 
that prices of manufactured products which 
he consumes have declined still more. If the 
expectation of higher prices under the pres- 
ent tariff had no better foundation than 
these oft-refuted theories, it would scarcely 
merit notice. The Dingley tariff is in essen- 
tials a revival of the McKinley tariff, ex- 
cepting that its duties are on the average 
considerably lower. Under the McKinley 
tariff prices of commodities declined on the 
average more than 6 per cent from October, 
1890, to October, 1892, before its repeal was 
expected, and over 9 per cent more after the 
election of 1892 gave ground to expect its 
repeal, and priar to the enactment of the 
Democratic tariff. 

But many advocates of protection main- 
tain that prices have been so greatly de- 
pressed, through undue competition with 
foreign industries under that Democratic 
tariff, that a material advance is to be ex- 
pected and is essential to the welfare of the 
country. They reason that prices might be 
considerably higher than they are now, and 
yet much lower than when the McKinley 
tariff was in full and most prosperous opera- 
tion, Such an advance would make possible 
improvement in the — of labor, and bet - 
ter returns to the farmers, miners, and other 
producers of material. A gain in prices thus 
limited and having such results, it is urged, 
would be of great benefit to all and would 
There is much truth in these 
views, and it is not intended here to attempt 
to predict that prices of many manufactured 
products will not advance, but to point out 
some reasons for doubting whether the ex- 
pectations of a rise will be fully realized. 

There is one other fact which has weight. 
The country has begun to place a much-in- 
creased quantity of its products in foreign 
markets, and in consequence has come to 
depend in some gneasure upon such foreign 
markets for the consumption of part of the 
production now in progress, If prices are 
advanced in any line far enough to cut off 
this outgo, seme part of the production may 
remain unsold, or some part of the pro- 
ducing force may become idle. But the pro- 
ducing force is now sufficient in many 
branches to meet all the needs of this coun- 
try, and a considerable foreign demand also. 
Advancing price would not tend to lessen, 
but to increase, production. Thus restriction 
of sales abroad would operate to throw back 
upon\home markets an unsold surplus which 
would tend strongly to push prices down 
again. The truth is that the protective pol- 
icy, by stimulating home production to the 
utmest, tends in the long run to cheapen 
products for consumers as far and as fast 
as the cost of production can be reduced by 
invention and imprévement, and there is 
reason to question whether this natural and 
permanent inſtuence can be generally set 
aside, even for a time, when the producing 
forces of the country are rapidly expanding.

The Chureh as a Club. 


The Rev. Dr. Rainsford of St. George's 
Episcopal Church, New York, preached a 
very remarkable sermon to men last Sunday 
evening. Its purpeses was to induce men 
to attend church, and te bring along their 
friends, 

Here are some extracts from his discourse: 

Iam a firm believer in open air exercise, and be- 
lieve that even on Sunday the man who goes out 
and takes exercise is all the better for it. But he 
should not desert the church for his bicycle: and 
golf club. There is something else which needs 
exercise besides the physical man. 

The church is an association to make men good. 
It is argued by the non-churchgoers that a man 
can be good without attending church. This ia 
possible, but it is the exception to the rule, and 
such men are rarely met. 

Everything in this lite obeys the rule of asso- 
ciation. Our schools and colleges, our business 
companies, our government. are all associations. 
So is it with the church. It is an association with 
well-doing as its one object. It needs an associa- 
tion to make the world good. That association is 
the church, and we want you to come and help us. 

I de not mean to tell you that the church is in- 
fallible; that there are no hypocrites in it. But I 
do say that it offers to everybody the opportunity 
of doing good toward hie fellow man. 

There are more practical reasons why you should 
join the church. Religion alone can keep society 
young and pure, and I am sure none of you 
would like to see society go to the bad. It is also 
in the church that you will find the forces to fight 
the evils of the land. And there is one form of 
evil that is stalking among us today that needs 
erushing out. It is bribery and corruption in 
politics. This black satan is daily destroying the 
good and honorable men in the political world, 

In the recent-municipal election I know and you 
know that bribery was rampant. We all know 
that the purchasing of our fellow men is done in 
the Legislature at Albany. But how are we going 
to meet and crush out this great evil ?. I tell you 
that we can stamp it out only by association, and 
that association is the church. We must all join 
forces and fight. 

Dr. Rainsford said also: We cannot give 
you an infallible Bible, for the Bible is not 
an infallible book; but we can give you a 
light unto your feet and a hope for your 
lives.” 

It will be seen that in all this there is no 
reference to the church as a divine institu- 
tion, in which lies the means of salvation 
for men. It is treated as a fallible human 
institution, which commends itself to men 
as a voluntary association simply, of moral 
and religious usefulnesstothem. That there 
is any divine obligation to join the church 
and that its sacraments are a means of 
salvation is not contended by Dr. Rainsford. 
With all its faults, his argument is, the 
church is a desirable association for men, 
and attendance upon its services is of moral 
advantage to them. 

That is, in the view of Dr. Rainsford, the 
church is a sort of religious club, to which 
a man should go for moral improvement. 
He says nothing about any religious belief 
required by it from him, but inferentially 
leaves him to believe or deny, according as 
he is minded. So far as the Bible is con- 
cerned, he gives men an example of denial 
by himself refusing to accept its infallibility. 
Go to church, he says in substance, because 
the influences in it are good and pure, as a 
man might say associate with refined people 
if you wish to take on refinement. 

Dr. Rainsford, moreover, commends the 
church specifically as a political club, and he 
‘referred to the late municipal election to 
illustrate its advantages as such. In that 
campaign his particular church was espe- 
cially active as a political club.—New York 
Sun.

But abaye all things he would contrive to 
bring in the vanishing buffalo as a reminder 
of the long-gone days of wild chase, wild 
warfare, and wild pioneering.’ 

A citigen of Iowa, who has lived nearly 
fifty years west of the Mississippi, suggests 
that five'denominations of stamps be treated 
serially ind made to commemorate five suc- 
— ppochs in the history of the West, 
thus: 

The one-cent, the aborigine—an Indian with 
spear, m@unted an a pony, chasing a bison, 

The two-cent, the immigrant—a covered wagon, 
drawn by oxen, a man with gun, and a woman. 

The fivé-cent, the settler—a man ploughing with 
cabin in the background,

An enthusiastic admirer of the present ad-

Another contributor makes a point of using

Prominent Business-Man from Pacifi® 
City Says That a Vast Host Waits 
for the Yukon to Open—E. G. Pisher

According to A. D. Scroggy, a prominent

TANNER IS AGAINST IT. 


Machine Men Want to Elect 
County Assessors.

Springfield, I., Jan. 5. 

Today, like yesterday, was devoted in leg- 
islative circles to debate and speechmaking 
over the revenue bills. No decisive action 
has been taken regarding any proposition 
involving the question, 

A decided opposition is springing up to the 
Berry bill: The purpose of the administra- 
tion seems to be to send through a measure 
providing for the election of a County As- 
sessor. the Board of Review to consist of 
the County Treasurer, Clerk, and chairman 
of the County board. Every change sug- 
gested as regards the Board of Review is in 
the way of an elective officer. 

A good many of the legislators begin to 
see now the reason why the Cook County 
machine nts this bill. The County As- 
sessor and the Board of Review, too, would 
be elected this fall, and the politicians want 
to get a whack at it. It looked a few days 
ago as if the Berry bill was bound to go 
through with all possible speed, but the con- 
ditions are changing and it is going to meet 
with opposition. The Legislature is about 
equally divided as between County and Town 
Assessors. The representatives from north- 
ern and northwestern Illinois in the main 
favor Township Assessors, while those from 
the south want the assessment made by a 
county officer.

H. N. Higinbotham, John V. Farwell, 
William K. Ackerman, and several others 
were here in consultation with the Governor 
about revenue legislation. They strongly 
favor the bill drawn by the Committee of 
Seventeen, while Tanner is very adroitly 
trying to convince them that the Berry 
measure is the one to be adopted. They 
have had several conferences with the Gov- 
ernor today, and up to this time their contest 
has resulted ina draw. A good many people 
are now inclined to the belief there will be no 
revenue legislation at all. The matter is 
becoming more and more complicated every 
day and there are some conditions under- 
neath the surface which look inimical to the 
success of any revenue bill. The codrdinate 
branches of the State government—to-wit: 
those on the legislative floor and those on 
the floor below: over in the State House—do 
not appear to be in entire harmony. 
-?- 


There will be a change in the revenue 
bill prepared by the Committee of Seven- 
teen in Chicago. The County and Probate 
Judges will be given the power to appoint the 
Board of Review for Assessments. This was 
agreed on tonight at a conference held at 
the Leland, which was attended by Senator 
Crawford, John V. Farwell Jr., H. N. Higin- 
botham, H. S. Dietrich, W. K. Ackerman, 
Adolph Nathan, Pliny B. Smith, and T. C. 
Mac Millan. 

The subcommittee of the Senate Commit 
tee on Revenue will prepare another bill, 
which will be a composite bill made up of the 
Berry bill, the bill of the Committee of Seven- 
teen, and the two bills which were intro- 
duced at the last session by the Chicago 
Real Estate board, and reintroduced at this 
session by Senator Dunlap. The salient feat- 
ure of this bill, which is to apply in counties 
under 100,000, {is a Supervisor of Assessments, 
who will be in all probability the County 
Tréasurer. lle will have complete jurisdic- 
tion and authority over the Township As- 
sessors, who will be elected as at present. 
The double column feature of arriving at 
the standard of valuation, which was in- 
corporated in the Real Estate board bill, will 
be placed in this committee bill. The assess- 
ment roll will be published immediately 
after the Township Assessors make the 
assessment, and more time will be given for 
the making of the assessment. The Board 
of Review. will consist} of tlie County 
Clerk, President of the Board of 
County Commissioners, and the Sheriff. 
The pains and penalties of the Berry 
bill and the oath which the property- 
owners will be compelled to take as pro- 
vided in the Berry bill, will be incorporated 
in the committee bill. These are the prin- 
cipal features as outlined by Senator Dun- 
lap for this bill. Cook County will be taken 
care of in this bill, in the shape of the board 
of three Assessors. According to the pres- 
ent plan a Board of Review will be appointed 
by the County Judge and the Probate Judge. 
Senator Berry said tonight that there would 
be a fight to the finish over the proposition 
to substitute a supervisor of assessments 
for his County Assessor. 

If this bill becomes law, the Board of As- 
sessors will be appointed by the Probate 
and County Judges to act until an election 
occurs. It is intimated here tonight that 
Senators Dwyer and Crawford may be ten- 
dered two of these places, the third to go 
to a Democrat.

There has been a good deal of talk here 
about Mr. Madden’s visit to Springfield. It

His visit has no political significance 
other than the fact that Mr. Madden is un- 
alterably opposed to the police commission 
bill, and will fight it to the bitter end. Rep- 
resentative Powell of Cook came on the 
train with Mr. and Mrs. Madden last night.

“MELLERS BUYING WHEAT. 


MORE DEMAND DEVELOPED aT 
WESTERN TERMINAL MARKETS. 


Rumors Regarding a Sale by Leiter of 
His Holding Are Dented—May Wheat 
Cleses Within’ the Range Covered“ 
by Puts—Commissien-Houses Rep- 
resented in the Provision Trade— 
Corn Dall and Easy on Heavy Re- 


ceipts.

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In wheat the speculative considerations 
yesterday were rather bearish, while in the 
cash market there were signs of impro@e- 
ment. The principal item from the cash mar- 
ket was the report from New York of 300,- 
000 bu of spring wheat sold to millers. Ar- 
mour & Co. reported the sale of 40,000 bu 
of No. 2 spring wheat to go out all rail to 
Baltimore for export. The price talked of 
was 4c ander May, or about e. The busi- 
ness was the result of 
the numerous inqulr- 
les of the previous 
day for No. 2 spring 
wheat, which is in 
limited supply. The 
reports of sales of 
wheat at St. Louis to 
go to Minneapolis, 
sales of wheat at 
Minneapolis to go to 
Duluth and Superior, 
and sales of wheat 
here to go to Minnea»- 
olis were all signifi- 
cant of more activity 
in the cash market.

May Wheat Range. ever. which has more 
bearing on off grades of wheat than on the 
holding of No. 1 Northern in the local mar- 
ket. There is considerable No. 2 spring 
wheat back in Iowa and Nebraska, and a 
large quantity of No. 2 hard wheat in store 
here. The demand at present seems to be 
rather for such varieties of wheat than for 
No. 1 Northern. A rumor that Leiter had 
entered into negotiations for the sale of the 
bulk of his cash holdings of wheat had no 
effect upon the market, for the reason that 
any such transaction is considered out o¥ the 
line of possibility at the present time. The 
rumor was given color by the presence of the 
representative of a Baltimore house. The 
presence of 9,000,000 bu of wheat in the hands 
of a man who admittedly is new to the busi- 
ness of merchandising grain is certain to at- 
tract representatives of exporting houses. 
According to the rumor the holding of wheat 
was to find its way to the French market. 
While French millers are beginning to use 
spring wheat more extensively France is 
recognized as a market for red winter and 
California wheat. 


Leiter Not Selling Cash Wheat. 


The Leiter representative denied absolute- 
ly that there was any foundation for the re- 
port and cicim that price is 10c over May. 
This would be entirely out of line with 
foreign markets at the presenttime. Liver- 
pool did not reflect the Tuesday decline on 
this side and the pit traders, following the 
lead of Brosseau & Mitchell, became quite 
They bought May 
wheat from 91c to 91%¢c bid. The failure 
of the market to respond decided them to 
sell out and the decline which followed was 
only checked by the position of puts. The 
local export sale reported early was an in- 
fluence on the first advance and the New 
York business to millers and sales for export 
aggregating 24 loads caused a later rally. 
The tone of the speculative market, how- 
ever, was heavy and the close was within the 
range covered by puts. ‘The Leiter brokers 
undoubtedly bought wheat Monday and 
Tuesday, but they also bought puts Tuesday 
night, and by taking advantage of these 
privileges yesterday and by sales of May 
wheat, were supposed to have materially re- 
duced the Leiter line of May wheat.

Borax Showing a Sharp Advance, Ari- 
zona Mines Cutting Considerable 
Figure in the Upturn—Several Arti. 
cles in the List Which Have Not Re- 
cently Shown Much Moyement Now 
Responding to Duty Addittons— 
Window Glass Trust’s Price List. 


Drug sales in a wholesale way are fair, but 
orders are confined to legitimate wants. This 
ls particularly noticeable in the corn belt 
country, where orders during the summer 
months were on an extremely large scale. 
Conditions have now changed, so that wheat 
countries are the freest buyers. 

There is a decidédly strong markét in borax, 
prices having recently advanced 14c per Ib, or 
10. per cent. Large lots are now quoted 
7% by the barrel. Three months ago sales 
were made at 5igc, making the advance since 
that time about 40 per cent. The Arizona 
situation is said to be largely responsible for 
this advance. 

Quite a number of arti¢les which did not 
at the time respond to tariff additions are 
now showing an upward tendency. Playing 
cards are going up to a point covering the 
duty on paper stock. Castor oll is declining 
owing to accumulation of stocks. Camphor 
is lower on large shipments made from 
China. There is a strong tone to druggists’ 
glass ware of all kinds, with recent advance 
fully sustained, and probabilities favoring 
still further appreciations. 

The year opens with a fair winter trade in 
paints, considerably larger than in recent 
years, and the outlook for Improvement early 
in the new year is decidedly good, on ac- 
count of the small stocks held by distrib- 
utors at interior points and the retall trade 
everywhere. Prices are as a rule firmly 
maintained, there being no disposition among 
sellers to make cuts in order to attract buai- 
ness that would otherwise hold off awhile.

Particular — is taken by Mr. Me- 
— to the statement that the ticket 
business is a blot upon the com- 
pear or escutcheon of the United States and 
a device for violating the interstate com- 
pts law. Even if this were true, says Mr. 
McKenzie, it is certainly unbecoming for 
an interest directly in opposition thereto, 
which has nothing to boast of in the way of 
escutcheons, to make the attack. The rail- 
read, he says, had better do nothing in 
this line until after they have cleared their 
own skirts. They should first charge off 
ail of the water in their stocks and bonds, 
and should then go out of the freight and 
passenger associations, which are in viola- 
tion of the law. 

When this is accomplished, he continues, 
there will be no ticket brokers, because 
they can only live by the inequality and dis- 
crimination practiced by the traffic associa- 
‘tions, at the 1 ef which is Mr. Daniels’ 
road. He tries to contrevert the statement 
of Mr. Daniels that ticket scalping affords‘ 
ama or unpunched railroad tickets in 
the hands of dishonest conductors. He 
says there is no proof of this and it is quite 
a reflection upon the conductors in his em- 
ploy, as well as those of other companies. 

The railroad conductor, he declares, is 
fully as honest as the average General Pas- 
senger Agent and does not need any more 
‘legislation to prevent him from dishonesty 
than do some Presidents and General Mana- 
gers. So far as violations of the inter- 
state commerce law, about which Mr. 
Daniels is so anxious, are concerned, it 
might be better to begin at the other end 
of the line in legislation with a view to pre- 
vent General Managers and Presidents from 
" dividing with stock and grain shippers, re- 
bates on freight, no part of which goes to the 
general public. 

The statement made by Mr. Daniels that 
ticket scalping makes many of the most 
reputable business-men parties to the 
Srossest. violation of State and national 
criminal law grieves Mr. McKenzie sorely. 
The reputable business-men of the coun- 
try, he says, do not ldok to Mr. Daniels or 


any other railroad official for advice in 


points or morals and conscience. ‘There are 
many honorable railroad men, and it may 
be their duty to lecture “the reputable 
business-men of the country upon these

to continue to ba Be them to conduct their 
own affairs without advice from the Gen- 
eral Passenger Agents. 
Mr. McKenzie further says: 
possible for the United States govern- 
ment to have ed the cost of construc-

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


The Nominating committee, appointed by Presi- 
dent Teall to select a list of names for the 
Executive committee of the Underwriters' associa- 
tion, has submitted its report to the members 
through the secret record. The official list is 
as follows: Three months’ term, J. 8. Gadsden, 
F. S. James, and C. M. Rogers; six months’ term, 
C. W. Drew, S. A. Rothermel, and H. J. Ullmann; 
nine months’ term, W. 8S. Warren, R. M. Bis- 
sell, and W. F. Goodwin; twelve months’ term, 
Eugene Harbeck, H. M. Magill, and John H. 
Law. This ticket will be submitted to the associa- 
tion at the annual meeting next Wednesday. It 
is reported that several opposition tickets may 
be placed in the field. It has seldom happened in 
the history of the board that the regular ticket 
has failed to be elected, but the opposition this 
time promises to be more vigorous than 
usual, owing to the power vested in the 
Executive committee under the new constitution 
recently put into effect. It has control of all 
the affairs of the organization outside of the 
matter of rates. It is a board of directors and 
as such has the ruling on important points 
which may develop when the entire constitution is 


effective.

Notice was given the members of the Under- 
writers’ association yesterday that a motion would 
be made at the annual meeting to strike out the 
section of the constitution relative to competi- 
tive rates.

We therefore hold that an insurance company 
cannot print upon the back of its policy or upon 
its advertis matter other than its corporate 
name, and if it is a joint policy, issued by two 
or more companies, it can only use on its policy 
and advertising matter the corporate name of 
the several panies issuing such joint policy.

That it will not be contended seriously that it is 
done for the purpose of ‘soliciting busjness,’ 
and if done for that purpose it can in no wise be a 
hardship or detrimental to any company to refrain 
from doing it.“

WAR ON BLACK ART 


Milwaukee Will Try to Put a 
Stop to Hypnotism. 


HEALTH BOARD WILL ACT 


Physicians Claim the Practice Is 
Detrimental. 


| FERGUSON IS COMING HERE. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 5.—[Special.]—Hyp- 
notists cannot practice and hypnotism will 
not be allowed to flourish in this city if the 
Health depaztment gan prevent it, and it 
appears that it has*ample power. There is 
nothing in the State law or in the city char- 
ter which spectfigally proscribes hypnotism, 
but this does not déter Dr. Kempster, the 
Health Commissioner, from suppressing the 
so-called science. He acts-under a provision 
of the city charter which empowers him to 
stop any business or profession which in any 
way interferes with the public health. Pro- 
fessor N. G. Ferguson, who, after achieving 
a little fame and inexpensive advertising by 
practicing hypnotism on the children in the 
public schools of Sheboygan, came here and 
advertised that he would open a hypnotic 
school where all could be taught the mys- 
teries of the science of auto- Suggestion. He 
had hardly begun practice when he was 
summoned to show cause why he should not 
be prohibited on the ground that his practices 

were detrimental to health. 

The department took this action on the 
affidavits of several physicians. Those affi- 
davits are all similar. That of Dr. Samuel 
H. Friend, who made a special study of the 
subject, says: 

The public exhibition of hypnotism and 
suggestion is harmful to the community and 
to the individual being hypnotized because 
the impressions produced tend to spread the 
idea that some men are possessed of a spe- 
cial force when, in fact, the hypnotic state 
may be produced on any one by simply fixing 
the eyes upon an inanimate object. This, 
then, determines that no man has such a 
special power, and as a consequence any man 
who claims to have it, or even suggests it 
through advertising, is practicing fraud and 
doing harm by virtue of impressing fear and 
superstition in the minds of a — part of 
the community. 


Suggestion Is Ridiculed. 


Now, as to suggestion. This is but a 
handle for the hypnotizer whose every word 
makes an impression and an action on the 
part of the subject. It stands to reason that 
any one claiming such special forte is prac- 
ticing fraud or a non-truth and is stimulated 
by the worst possible motives, and as a re- 
sult is not fitted to act upon a subject whose 
volition is lost.“ 

Dr. Kempster was not at his office this 
afternoon, but Secretary Kuolt said: 

The department is determined to stop all 
hypnotic exhibitions, whether in public or 
private. There is no doubt but that hypnot- 
ism is productive of great evil and is detri- 
mental to the public health. In regard to 
the case of Professor Ferguson, he adver- 
tised that he would teach hypnotism, and 
he has a lot of young men coming to his 
place, where he teaches in an hour or so how 
they may go and hypnotize others. Thereis 
no question but that this indiscriminate 
teaching of hypnotism will be bad for the 
public. If this is allowed to go on there 
would be an army of hypnotizers abroad, 
and from the peculiar nature of the so-called 
science they could do infinite damage. It is 
no excuse to say that it is merely a means to 
relieve suffering humanity from pain. The 
fact of the matter is that many of the phy- 
sicians who a few years ago used it to some 
extent in their practice are now discarding 
it altogether, as they find that the after- 
effects on those whom they put in the hyp- 
notic state is worse than the ills from which 
they suffered. 


Licenses Given to Fakers.’’ 


We stopped hypnotic performances here 
some time ago. All who have come here to 
give these exhibitions and have asked fora 
license have been referred to this depart- 
ment. In every case where a license has 
been given for an alleged hypnotic perform- 
ance we were assured beforehand that no 
one would be hypnotized—in other words, 
that the performance was a fake.“ 

Professor Ferguson says he will not fight 
the Health department. He adds: 

J will appear before Health Commis- 
sioner Kempster on Friday, and if he decides 
that I cannot practice in this city I will 
leave immediately. Ido not think that they 
can stop me, as I will not give and do not 
believe in public or stage representations of 
hypnotism. I make no charge for what I 
do. I simply have a few friends call on me, 
and I give them auto-suggestions. I havea 
few pupils whom I teach the science of con- 
trolling themselves. and that is all there is to 
hypnotism. I do not believe that it can be 
shown that it is at all detrimental to the 
public health to have a public educated so 
as to have their nervous systems perfectly 
under control. I am gcing to open a school 
in Chicago, and intended to go there in a few 
days anyway, so there is no need for the 
Health department to take any action. I 
have had years of experience in normal 
school work, and believe that the study of 
hypnotism ought to be introduced ‘into all 
of our schools.“

Commissioner May did not fare well in 
the readjustment of offices and committee“ 
ships that followed the resignation of Will- 
lam Penn Nixon as President of the Lincoln 
Park board, and the selection of Dr. Wood- 
worth as his successor. 

Mr. May was the Vice President and his 
friends thought it natural that he would 
be elected to the Presidency. ‘But when 
the doctor took the plum, Mr. May resigned 
as Vice President. His resignation was not 
accepted. 

At yesterday’s meeting of the board, when 
President Woodworth announced his com- 
mittee, it was found that Mr. May had no 
chairmanships and, in fact, brought up the 
rear on the judiciary and on two of the lesser 
bodies. He formerly was chairman of the 
Boulevard and Finance committees. 

The committees as announced follow: 


Finance—Shields, Winston, Nixon. 
Judiciary—Dunton, Hand, May. 
Horticulture—Nixon, Winston. Hand. 
Service—Dunton, Shields, Hand. 
Boulevards—Winston, Dunton, Nixon, 
Zodlogy— Hand. Dunton, May. 
Miscellaneous—Shields, Dunton, May. 

It is said Mr. May’s objections to the busi- 
ness methods of the board caused his re- 
pression. 

J. Richter, the board’s engineer, reported 
an estimate for the macadamizing and boule- 
varding of Diversey avenue. He gave the 
amount at $51,005 on a total frontage of 
17,660 feet, or a cost per lineal foot of $2.98, 
The board referred the estimate back to 
him with instructions to make a mcre accu- 
rate one, so that the assessment when levied 
may not fall under the cost. 

W. P. Dunn, representing Fullerton avenue 
property owners, asked if the assessment 
could not be spread over three years. He 
was informed that the board had no money 
to advance, and the property owners 
would have to furnish the money in advance. 
Mr. Dunn was told thai if the property own- 
ers preferred asphalt, an arrangement might 
be made for such payments. Mr. Dunn said 
the cost was too much for asphalt. He was 
told in answer to his inquiry that property 
owners having good sidewalks and curbing 
could get a rebate if the attention of the As- 
sessment Commissioners was called to the 
same. 

The financial report showed that the board 

had but $10,000 in the general fund, with an 

average pay-roll and current expenses of 
$9,000 a month for three months to meet, be- 
fore the new year gave the board more 
funds. It was reported that there was $16,- 
000 credited to the sinking fund by the board 
in an attempt to make up the $68,000 taken 
from -that fund by the previous board. It 
was decided to transfer the amount to the 
general fund to help out the year. 

Superintendent Andrews was instructed to 
buy a male mountain lion from a Kansas 
showman at an offer of $25. 

Alexander McKey and a committee of 
North Side curlers were allowed a space on 
the ice for curling. 

P. S. Peterson's offer to furnish fifty eim 
trees at $9 each and fifty catalpas at $6 
apiece for the park lands east of Chicago 
avenue pumping station was accepted, pay- 
ment not to be made for a year. 

Bids were opened foe the supply of fresh 
fish to the animals and an offer of five cents 
& pound accepted. The fresh meat supply 
was awarded at 4% cents a pound, and a bid 
for bread for the animals at $2.75 per 100 
pounds rejected. The fish, flesh, and bread 
supply amounts to $2,500 a year.

Some Observations on the Currency 


Question. 


Hastings, Neb., Jan. 4.—[Editor of The 
been @ 


Tribune.}—I have for many years 
reader of THE TRIBUNE, and 8 its fear - 
less discussion of questions of interest. 

As a Republican I desire to refer to a few 
of the things now attracting the attention of 
Congress as viewed from this point of ob- 
servation. It would seem to me that the 
only ambition of certain of our Cabinet 
Officers is to make for themselves a reputa- 
tion as inventors of some scheme for the 
redress of an imaginary wrong, and this, 
even though it be done at the expense of the 
Republican party. The constant agitation 
by executive message and departmental re- 
ports of the currency question does more, 
and goes further, towards keeping alive the 
fallacy of free silver in this country than all 
the other elements combined, assuming, as 
premises therefor, that our currency 8ys- 
tem is greatly at fault, and of necessity must 
be reformed: and as viewed by one who has 
for the last twenty years been an ardent be- 
liever in the Republican doctrine, and a close 
observer of political conditions in their effect 
upon the American people, it seems to me 
very strange that the men who have to do 
with the affairs of this government are prone 
to lose sight of the striking examples on this 
question furnished by our own history. 
And to find them we do not have to go more 
than twenty years back in the workings of 
national law as applied to the material con- 
ditions of our people, to demonstrate that our 
monetary system, as it now stands, is the 
most suitable and best adapted to the con- 
ditions of the people of all classes of any sys- 
tem enjoyed by any civilized nation. 


In 1884 the Republicans lost control of the 


executive of this country and Mr. Cleve- 
land was elected, solely upon the proposition 
of the high tariff, which resulted in the ac- 
cumulation of a surplus in the United States 
Treasury and the cry was: What shall 
we do with the surplus? And as voicing 
these sentiments, Mr. Cleveland's words, 
“unnecessary taxation is unjust taxation,“ 
constituted the head lines of every Demo- 
cratic organ in the country and was the key- 
note of warning to all voters in that cam- 
paign; and not wntil said surplus was dissi- 
pated by the reduction of the tariff did it 
ever occur to the people of the United States 
that any inconvenience might be suffered by 
reason of the endless chain,“ which is the 
bug-bear of the men above referred to, who 
desire to make for themselves a mark in the 
history of our country. | 

To my mind the simple proposition is this: 
If we place ourselves in the same condition, 
surrounded by the same environments, of 
those days, the same results will follow in 
regard to our monetary system. In other 
words, if the receipts of the government 
are so increased, by revenue and tariff prop- 
erly adjusted, as to create a surplus after 
paying the expenses of the government, that, 
of itself, is a solution of the endless 
chain question, because should an attempt 
be made by capital to speculate therein, it 
would be easy now, as it was then, for the 
government to carry the greenback in this 
surplus to the extent of absolutely prevent- 
ing any such speculation. 

Again, when Congress passed the law in 
1873, providing [7] for the resumption of 
specie payment, it was said by many that 
it could not be done, and yet, when the 
Ist of January, 1879, came, resumption be- 
came a fact without causing even a ripple 
in the financial world, and so thoroughly was 
it demonstrated that the people wanted the 
paper money with which to do business, that 
Congress, by a subsequent act, secured this 
to them by providing that when received by 


again paid out and not retired. Sa firmly 
has this use of paper money become seated 
that in the intervening years since 1879 no 
great political party has, as such, urged the 
retirement thereof, and so long as a large 
percentage of this outstanding unsecured ob- 
ligation of the government, or its equivalent, 
is carried as a surplus, so long will it be 
without menace to the government’s credit, 
and so long will the people have with safety 
what they want. 

It is also true that a lange percentage of 
the voters in the far Western States in 
1896, when they were called upon to decide 
between the two policies, cast their vote 
for free silver and cheap dollars for the 
payment of existing debts, upon the under- 
standing that to vote for Mr. McKinley and 
the gold standard, as they understood it, 
meant that all of our money except gold was 
to be retired and the business of this coun- 
try transacted with gold and gold alone. 
[They did not understand the difference 
between gold and a gold standard.] During 
that campaign we heard the public speak- 
ers of the oppcsition say to audiences: ** Do 
you want a change of our money? Isn’t the 
money we now have good enough for you?” 
étc. While this alleged change of money 
was denied by the Republican party and the 
press, and people were told that the election 
of McKinley simply meant a continuation 
of the present gold standard system of 
money, which was true, as we understood 
the situation, it would seem from recent de- 
velopments that their apprehensions in that 
respect had some foundation in fact. 

We have the best banking system extant. 
Then why advise a change? Why recom- 
mend the passage of a law which permits 
the doing of that which will never occur? 
Under the present law a national bank is 
permitted to issue its notes up to 90 per 
cent of the government bonds securing the 
same, and yet we do not suppose there is 
hardly a national bank that has availed 
itself of this privilege in issuing up to its 
limit; and many of the larger ones com- 
plied with the law in taking out the mini- 
mum amount required when they organized, 
placed the same in their vaults, and there 
they have ever since remained, not a dollar 
of their notes being paid out over their 
counters. Did anybody ever see a bank 
note in circulation of either the Chemical 
National Bank of New York, the First Na- 
tional Bank of New York, or the First Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago? We think not. 
Yet under the present law the cost of such 
issue is only 1 per cent tax to the govern- 
ment. Under the laws of Nebraska the 
County Treasurers are required to deposit 
the public funds in their hands in the banks 
bidding the most for the use thereof and 
furnishing approved security therefor. It 
has been the custom for banks to pay from 
2 to 3 per cent for such deposits computed 
on daily balances. These conditions demon- 
strate conclusively two propositions. First, 
that the recommendations of Secretary 
Gage in regard to permitting national banks 
to increase their circulation are futile and if 
adopted as the law of the land would not be 
available to increase the circulating medi- 
um. Second, that there is an abundance of 
money in circulation now with which to do 
the business of the country. 

The question of the issuance of gold bonds 
when required, either for refunding or other- 
wise, should be settled by a simple act of 
Congress providing therefor with a 2% per 
cent limit of interest. The reason therefor, 
and the only one, is that such a bond can be 
sold bearing a lower rate of interest than a 
bond payable in coin subject to the whims 
of changing administration, and all this 
without in any manner changing the estab- 
lished policy of the government, but simply 
to have the contracts of the government 
say what they mean.“ 

What we should like to see in this Con- 
gress would be absolute silence both in the 
reports of the committees and the debates 
on the part of Republicans as to the money 
question. The fact is, this government, like 
the various States, is troubled with too much 
legislation, and what we need as a people is 
stability of legislation rather than change. 
With a prompt adjustment of our foreign 
relations and the passage of the necessary 
appropriation bills, and the following prompt 
adjournment of Congress, the Republican 
party will be in a position to reclaim many 
of the Congressional districts lost to Popu- 
lism and Democracy by reason of financial 
agitation, and will thus insure the continua- 
tion of the Republican administration so 
long as this policy is maintained. 

The expression of views on this question 
to the extent herein given is on the ground 
of mutual interest and the ultimate welfare, 
not only of the Republican party, but of the 
entire people. I have been taught to believe 
that relief sought by the American people, 
in any regard, must be wrought out by and 
through the instrumentalities of the Re- 
publican party, which has ever been a friend 
of the people, and believe that if wrongs 
exist they can best be rem 
publican party by Republicans.

Heved at the City Hall that the work 
was given to the Independent Tug line to 
oblige Alderman Barry. 

As for the plea of economy the figures 


dispose of it. Commissioner McGann, 


who had not then seen them, said yester- 
day: “Phe idea of giving the work to Barry 
as it has been done--that is by the hour— 
is that we shall pay only for actual service. 
Last month, for instance, was a mild month 
and we must have saved considerable money, 

there was little use for the tugs, except 


e a. couple of days before Christmas.“ 


‘The month was, as the commissioner said, 
exceedingly mild, and yet the tug men 
Yound work enough to do to swell their bill 
up larger than it had ever been under the 
contract system and larger than for any 
month in the history of the city under the 
hour system but one. In March, 1893, when 
there was an extraordinary amount of work 
to do in keeping the cribs clear of ice for 
a number of days the bill was $4,217. 

Captain J. S. Dunham of the Dunham Tow- 
ing and Wrecking company expressed sur- 
„r evening at the neglect of the city 
0 to advertise for bids for doing the 
work. 

“The entire proceeding looks peculiar,” 
he said. The work has never been done 

before except by contract, after bids had 
been duly advertised for and the award 
made. My company was the lowest bidder 
on a number of occasions and was given the 
work. @ average figure paid was from 
$1,000 to $2,000 a season. I called on the 

Mayor and Commissioner McGann several 

times about the matter, but was put off with 

various excuses. The plan looks to me like 

a bold evasion of the law. It stands to rea- 

son that the work can be done cheaper by 
contract. There are a number of tug own- 
ers in the city with idle boats who would be 
only too glad to bid for the work. I offered 
to submit’a bid about a month ago and it 
was refused.”

Memphis, Tenn., Jan. 5 —I[I Special. I— The

There has been a pretty fight on for weeks 
between the candidates for Mayor and their 
adherents.

Mr. Clapp was de- 
clared the choice of the primaries, and then 
the fight began in earnest, and incidentally 
the good women of the city are in it. 

For years the different women’s organiza- 


placed at the Central Police Station. Mayor 
Clapp has from year to year opposed it and 
put the women off under one pretext or an- 
other. Some one conceived the idea that on 
the eve of the election was a good time to 
press the issue, and it was done and meet- 
ings galore held and petitions circulated.

At the Peabody the Marshal threw the 
men into a column of fours, and in this order 
marched them up the steps into the hotel 
convention hall. Here Mayor Clapp deliv- 
ered a short address of welcome to them 
and bade them make themselves perfectly 
at home in the Chicago of the South. 

Preesident John Powers responded to the 
Mayor’s address in a speech equally happy. 
He reviewed some of the jaunts of the Cook 
County club, and said that the club had 
never yet seen a candidate whom they came 
to assist go down in defeat.

No matters of legisla- 
tion have been discussed in our meetings 
today. No committees have been appointed 
for any political work. The association, so 
far as I know, is not interested in anything 
that is going on at Springfield, ahd has no 
favors to ask at the hands of the General

Other members of the association made 
similar statements. Asked if the associa- 
tion would take any action in case legisla- 
tion should be proposed hostile to thcir in- 
terests some’ of them did not deny steps 
might be taken to protect their interests, but 
all declared nothing of the kind had been sug- 
gested as yet. 

One of the Executive committee said: 

It is surprising to me that the organiza- 
tion. was not formed long ago, as has been 
done in other States.

EX-LIEUTENANT’S CONNECTION WITH 
“BLIND PIGS” PROVEN, 


\ 

Hyde Park Protective Association 
Spends $14,000 in Money and Time 
Valued at $25,000 to Prove Police 
Complicity with Illicit Liquor Sell- 
ing — Maximum Penalty Is Six 
Months’ Imprisonment and a $500 
Fine—Three Others Found Guilty. 


In securing the conviction of ex-Lieutenant 
Samuel C. Rank yesterday the Hyde Park 
Protective association accomplished what 
has long been its aim, proving the com- 
plicity of a police officer with the Hyde Park 
“ blind pigs.” 

The work has consumed years and has 
been prosecuted unfalteringly by the of- 
ficials of the organization. It required an 
outlay of $14,000 in money and time which 
the association estimates as worth $25,000, 
but in the end it was accomplished. 

Rank, who formerly commanded the police 
Station at Fiftieth and State streets, was 
found gullty in Judge Chetlain’s court of 

threatening to accuse another of a mis- 
demeanor for the purpose of extorting 
money.“ Six months’ imprisonment and a 
fine of $500 is maximum punishment under 
the verdict. Two other charges of a similar 
nature are pending against Rank, but they 
may be dismissed. 

The jury reached its decision after being 
out three hours, finishing the final ballot and 
sealing the verdict at 7 o’clock on Tuesday 
evening. Four of the jurors are said to have 
held out in favor of acquittal on several of 
the preliminary ballots, but were finally 
won over. 

The conviction was brought about largely 
through the evidence of J. H. Anderson, who 
formerly ran a grocery at 243 Forty-second 
street. He also had a “blind pig in con- 
nection with his grocery. Anderson said 
an agreement had existed between him and 
the Lieutenant by which he should enjoy 
immunity from arrest under the law by pay- 
ing a monthly tribute of $10 to Rank. A 
strong point in the prosecution were bills 
which had been sent to Rank for beer by the 
8 Brewing company containing the 

em: 

For Lieutenant Rank 810.“ 

The chief line of defense offered by Rank's 
lawyer was the introduction or testimony 
as to his good character. Motion for a new 
trial will be made on Saturday. 

Anderson appeared before Justice Quinn 
at the Hyde Park police court yeaterday 
morning, and through his attorney obtained 
a change of venue to Justice Porter's court 
and a continuance. 

Secretary Farwell of the Protective asso- 

ciation was greatly pleased over the con- 
bo aga of the former police Lieutenant. He 
said: 
“Blind pig” keepers in the Hyde Park 
district who are now under indictment are 
becoming deeply concerned over the unin- 
terrupted list of convictions and many are 
expected to plead guilty if escape from too 
vigorous prosecution can be secured by so 
doing.“ 9 

The association secured three other con- 
victions in Judge Chetlain’s court yesterday. 
Frank G. Secord and William Bell, his mana- 
ger, pleaded guilty of selling liquor in Hyde 
Park. Secord was fined $75 and Bell $75. 
D. C. Campbell was fined $50 on the same 
charge, but the fine was suspended.

Walter Conway, for thirty years an em- 
ployé of Armour & Co., who died at his 
home, 29438 Vernon avenue, on Tuesday 
evening, will be buried in Calvary Cemetery 
tomorrow, after funeral services at his home 
and at St. James’ Church. His connection 
with the firm antedates the control of the 
business by the present head of the house. 
For a number of years he had control of 
the pork product and of the meats tn general 
of Armour & Co. He was weil known among 
men in the packing business, and was re- 
ferred to as Old Watt.”

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WARON WATER RATE 


Proposed Tax Changes Arouse 
the Apartment Owners. 


FLATS BEAR THE BURDEN 


Measure Said to Be in Interests 
of Householders, 


LANG OPPOSES THE REPORT. 


It is a war between the modern flat build- ‘ 
ing and the old-time residence over the 
adoption of the report of the commission to 
revise water rates, which was printed in 
THE TRIBUNE of yesterday. Superintendent 
Lang of the Water office said last night he 
would never sign the report until the dis- 
criminations against apartment houses were 
removed, As the most important changes 
in water rates were made in reference to 
residences and flat buildings the work of tne 
commission may come to naught, unless an 
agreement can be reached. 

The charge was made yesterday that all 
the changes in the water rate, except those 
relating to the use of meters, were for the 
advantage of the rich against the poor. The 
removal of extra charges for extra fixtures 
in residences was cited in support of this 
charge. 

It was with reference to water taxes on 
flat buildings that the difference of opinion 
between the members of the commission be- 
came manifest. The real estate men were 
the advocates of high water taxes on flat 
buildings, while the city members of the 
commission were equally strenuous in urg- 
ing a reduction. The representatives of the 
Real Estate board insisted from the start 
that all flat buildings should be given a 
meter. They maintained that flat buildings 
were built for profit, while houses were 
built as homes. 

The city members urged that the tax of so 
much a year for extra bathtubs, sinks, etc., 
in flat buildings was all that ought to be 
exacted, and that the imposition of a tax 
of $3 a family was double taxation. The 
real estate men resisted, and the report, as 
given to the public, contained both. 

It is said Mayor Harrison remarked 
when the real estate men stated that flats 
were built for profit that he owned many flat 
buildings, and received no profit from them. 

Some of the city members were skep- 
tical regarding the statement of real estate 
men that residences were not built for profit, 
The charge was made that the real estate 
men * owners of houses, and so had a 
personal interest in keeping up the 
on fiat buildings. 2 — 


Taxes on Vacant Buildings. 


The real estate men insisted that residences 
vacant for two months should pay only 25 
per cent of the frontage tax. This was not 
objected to by. the city members. The real 
estate men insisted that flat buildings with 
only one flat occupied should pay full rates. 

The real estate men said such regulations 
would compel owners to put in meters. The 


the owners into any course of action, and 
that if the city wanted meters put into flat 
buildings it should say so by ordinance. The 
representatives of the Real Estate board had 
their way, however. 

Many complaints have been made against 
the old system of water rates as discriminat- 
ing against flat buildings, and it was this 
need of revision which led to the appointment 
of the commission. In the end the flat bulld- 
ings were discriminated against more than 
they ever were before. 

There are now in the city 40,000 flat build- 
ings. The total number of residences in the 
city is something over 140,000. The reduc- 
tions advocated by the commission on resi- 
dences will amount to over $200,000 a year. 
If the report should be adopted by the Coun- 
cil as presented practically all reductions in 
water rates would be on residences only. . 
The water system ef the city cost about 
$30,000,000. Interest on that amount at 4 
per cent would be $1,200,000. Operating ex- 
penses are about $800,000 a year, making a 
gross annual cost of $2,000,000. The aggre- 
gate frontagé water tax each year is about 
$1,400,000. This gives a net loss on frontage 
taxes of $600,000. The city officials say these 
figures show that residences, by paying the 
frontage tax only, are receiving their water 
supply at less than cost, while the burden of 
taxation falls upon flat buildings and other 
sources of income of the Water department. 


Other Changes Advocated. 


Outside the residences and flat buildings, 
the only material change in water rates ad- 
vocated by the commission was the read- 
justment of the charge for water used 
through meters. The changes equalize more 
fairly the difference between the charges 
paid by large and small users. They will 
prevent any more special contracts being 
made. ‘ 

During December the water taxes collect- 
ed by the city amounted to $688,863, as com- 
pared with $597,390 in December, 1896.. The 
collections for last month were the largest 
ever collected in any one month during the 
history of the city.

CHICAGO PEOPLE MAY SEE THE ECLIPSE TOMORROW NIGHT. 


Announcement of Professor Charles A. Bacon of Beloit Regarding the Partial 
Obscuration of Luna---Observers in This Locality 
Will Enjoy Advantages. 


Beloit, Wis., Jan. 5.—[{Special.]—The rather 
indefinite announcement regarding the first 
of the six eclipses of the year 1898 visible 
generally in the eastern portions of North 
America, South America, Europe, Asia, and 
Africa,” Jan. 7, while it seems to include the 
most of civilization, leaves it in doubt wheth- 
er Chicago is included among the favored 
localities of visibility, and at the request of 
THE TRIBUNE the following calculation has 
been made: 

The eclipse will he a partial one, as will 
be clearly seen at a glance by reference to 
the accompanying diagram, the moon pass- 
ing through the upper part of the earth's 
shadow; and to those observing at even the 
time of greatest eclipse only about one-tenth 
of the lower part of the lunar surface will 
be darkened. 

As the moon turns on its axis from left to 
right, the central part of America will be car-

will have emerged from it entirely and the 
eclipse will be over. 

For Chicago, and for all places using stand- 
ard 90th meridian‘ time, the beginning of 
the eclipse will occur at 5:47 p. m.—not at 
eight minutes past 5 o’clock, as is erroneous- 
ly printed on an educational calendar issued 
by a prominent house and widely circulated. 
The middle, or time of greatest obscuration, 
comes at 6:35, and the moon will be entirely 
clear of the cone shadow of the earth, which 
is her constant appendage, at 7:23 p. m. 

Reducing for times of rising and setting 
the moon will rise above the horizon, well to- 
ward the northeast, at the same time—or in 
reality a few moments sooner, owing to re- 
fraction—that the sun sets in the southwest, 
and will be nearly 15 degrees high when an 
ill-defined shadow will make its appearance 
at almost the extreme south point of the 
disk, spreading slowly upward and west-
